1- When you assume there is just one of something 
in that place. 

• I need to go to the bathroom. 

• My mom is in the kitchen. 


2- While speaking of something or somebody 
already referred to. 

• The boy w ho visited me was my brother. 

• The car you saw is my car. 

3- When a singular noun represents a whole class. 

* We should give money to the poor. 

* The wolf is a wild animal. 
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Uses of "The" : 

4 - The names of famous buildings, works of 
art, museums, or monuments. 

• I visited the Eiffel tower last year. 

• We went to the Louvre and saw the Mona Lisa . 

5- Newspaper names. 

* I read this news in the Guardian. 

• She works for the Daily News. 


6- The names of hotels & restaurants, unless 
these are named after a person 

• We ate at the Golden Lion . 

* I am staying at the Hilton. 


Uses of "The

7 - The names of families, but not with the names of 
individuals. 

• The Smiths are our neighbors. 

* The Abdelaleems are having dinner with us. 

8- Countries that include the words "republic", 

"kingdom", or "states" in their names. 

• She is visiting the United States. 

• I am from the Republic of Ireland. 
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9- Names of geographical areas, rivers, mountain 
ranges, groups of islands, canals, and oceans. 

i • The Alps are one the highest mountains in the world, 

• Our ship crossed the Atlantic in 7 days. 


Uses of "The" 


10- With superlative adjectives: 

• He is the tallest boy in the class. 

• She is the oldest lady in the room. 

11- When there is one of thing: 

• The moon is bright. 

• The sun is beautiful. 


Don't use "The" 
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• Names of countries (except for the 
special cases mentioned before): 

I am from Egypt. 

* Names of languages : I speak English. 

* Meals : I have breakfast at 7 a.m. 

• Uncountable nouns : I drink water. 

* People's names : I Met John yesterday. 

• Titles when combined with names : 

I have a photo of Queen Elizabeth. 


Don't use "The" 

Professions: I am a doctor. 

After the's possessive case: It's Ahmed's 
car. 

Years: He was born in 2006 . 

The names of individual mountains, 
lakes and islands : I climbed Mount 
Everest last year. 

Most names of towns, streets, stations 
and airports : I live in Tahrir street. 

Names of shops : I bought this t-shirt 
from Terranova.
